PRESIDENT Macapagal-Arroyo yesterday made an urgent 
appeal to all Filipinos—including the poor, the hungry and 
the jobless—to understand and accept the new taxes and

MALACANANG plans to impose an import 
surcharge to immediately boost revenues, а 
stopgap measure to raise cash while it waits 
for Congress to approve more permanent rev- 
‘enue-raising measures. 

The tariff measure would also be an altema- 
tiveto the proposed petroleum tax which is like- 
lyto remain longer in the freezer as world crude 
ой prices continue to climb to record highs. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo can unilater- 
ally raise import duties without congressional 
approval while Congress is in recess. Congres- 
sional sessions resume on Oct. 25. 

Socioeconomic Planning Secretary Romulo 
Neri said the country’s economic managers 
have discussed and agreed to impose an addi- 
tional duty of berween 2 and 3 percent on all 
imports, including oil. 

“The only obstacle о its implementation is the 
country's international пабе commitments, 
particularly to the Association of Southeast 
‘Asian Nations which frowns on-import sur- 
charges because they go against liberalization. 

"Put we're not yet giving up on the idea be- 
cause we believe we can address the issue of 
our trade commitments, The surcharge 
generate a significant amount of money for 
the government," Neri said. 

‘Albay Rep. Joey Salceda, a member of the 
Economic Managers Group advising the Presi- 
dent and who made the proposal, said increas- 
ing import duties would not only raise cash im- 
mediately but would also contribute to modu- 
lating the growth of imports ata time when the 
peso has been trading at record lows. 

Neri said an import surcharge could be an 
alternative to the P2 per liter excise tax on 
petroleum which the President approved last. 
June but has been shelved indefinitely be- 
‘cause of the soaring world crude oil prices. 

The government said it would wait until 
crude oil prices have stabilized before impos- 
ing the additional petrol tax as it does not 
‘want to add to the spike in pump prices. 


No need for new 
taxes, says solon 


CONGRESS would not need to pass new tax mea- 
sures if the govemmen would start collecting the. 
right taxes from the country's billionaires and mil- 
lionaires, according to an opposition legislator 
‘who urged Malacafang to first put its taxcolle 
tion system in order before pushing for new taxes. 

“How can we justify imposing additional 
taxes when the government cannot even col- 
lect the rightful amount from the country's 
billionaires and millionaires?” said Rep.

He said the government should start with 
the atleast 50 billionaires and 42,500 million- 
aires that the Federation of Filipino-Chinese. 
Chambers of Commerce Inc. (FFCCCI) earlier 
said had not been paying the correct taxes. 

“As early as now, the government should 
зап all possible legal actions against wealthy 
but delinquent taxpayers,” Remulla said. 

nan effort to convince the Senate to pass the 
tax amnesty bill, an FFCCCI official said during 
a finance committee hearing that tax-delin- 
quent "50 billionaires and 42,500 millionaires" 
and even the dummies of foreigners who have 
not been paying the right taxes would be en- 
couraged to come out if there is a tax amnesty. 

The tax amnesty bill is one of the eight tax 
measures that Malacañang has asked 
‘Congress to pass in a bid to raise P80 billion а 
year to cope with a ballooning budget deficit. 

Remulla said the Palace should prepare for 
the worst as even administration senators are 
saying that the Senate was against the pas- 
sage of any new tax measures:

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Prince Sihamoni to succeed 
Sihanouk as Cambodia’s king 


PHNOM PENH—Cambodia, 
politically fractious and 
still traumatized by dictator 
Pol Pots brutal 19705 
regime, seemed to be mov- 
ing towards a smooth suc- 
cession to King Norodom 
Sihanouk on Thursday after 
his shock abdication. 

The nine-member Royal 
‘Throne Council responsible for 
selecting a successor met with its SIMAMONE 
decision apparently made. 

Prince Norodom Ranariddh, returning 
from his self-declared “mission impossible” to 
Beijing to persuade Sihanouk to change his 
mind, said his half-brother Norodom Siha- 
‘moni would be the unanimous choice. 

“All nine members of the Royal Throne 
Council support Sihamoni as the new king,” 
Ranariddh, head of the National Assembly 
anda member of the council, told reporters, 

Sihamoni, a 51-year-old Prague-educated 
dance teacher who until recently was Cambo- 
dia's ambassador to Unesco in Paris, had ac- 
cepted the role, Ranariddh said. 

Sihamoni would accompany his father 
back from Beijing on Oct. 20 and be crowned 
ол Oct, 29 in a relatively low-key ceremony, 
Ranariddh said, because Sihanouk had said 
“we should save the nation’s money" rather 
than splash out on an elaborate ceremony. 

Ranariddh, deep into politics like most of 
Sihanouks other children who survived Pol 
Fors “Killing Fields,” helped persuade the re- 
luctent Sihamoni to take the throne. 

Sihanouk said Sihamoni, who has spent much. 


of his life outside Cambodia, 
would be his ideal successor be- 
cause he was not involved in poli- 
tics and Prime Minister Hun Sen, 
а member of the Royal Throne 
Council, backed his choice. 

Sihanouk, who turns 82 on 

Oct. 31 and has been having 
medical treatment in Beijing for 
months, announced a week ago 
that he was too old, sick and 
tired to carry on and rebuffed 
all attempts to get him to 
change his mind. 
He made plain in a message to the Cambo- 
dian people on Tuesday that he wanted the 
succession determined before he died, even 
though the constitution says the monarch 
rules for life, because he feared another 
bloodbath if it was not. 

“My abdication allows me to give our coun- 
try, our nation and our people a serious op- 
portunity to avoid mortal turmoil the day af- 
ter my death,” Sihanouk wrote. 

Cambodian politics were so factionalized 
that an all-out battle for power could erupt if 
there were no monarch to keep the lid an, he 
said. 

"Cambodian republicans are iredeemably 
divided into antagonistic, well organized 
clans, even armies, capable of falling on each 
other in tragic and bloody fashion,” he said. 

Cambodia's two houses of parliament 
rushed through legislation allowing Sihanouk 
to retire when it became clear he would not 
change his mind about abdicating, a move he 
had threatened many times in frustration at 
political chaos.

TTY Evelio Javier. Not only was justice for him de- 
P layed, it was also denied. Arturo Pacificador walked 
off a free man last Tuesday when the Antique Re- 
gional Trial Court cleared him of the brutal murder of the 
anti-Marcos governor in 1986. While the court convicted 
and sentenced several persons associated with Pacifi- 
cador for the killing, it found no evidence beyond reason- 
able doubt to convict and sentence the 
EDITORIALS former assemblyman and close Mar- 
н cos associate. Its as if the henchmen 
who ambushed Javier and slew him in broad daylight had 
по mastermind, no governing intelligence. It was as if the 
guns went and finished off Javier on their own. 

While the court stacked every doubt against Pacifi- 
cador's involvement, it didn't seem to find it bothersome 
to convict the triggermen and even Pacificador’s own 
lawyer, Avelino Javellana. How reasonable doubt was 
constituted and interpreted in this case only the Antique 
court knew. To the court, there must be something about 
doubt that reason finds credible, too credible. 

‚ The Javier family and the Antique folk have under- 
standably reacted with shock and anger at the decision. 
Particularly for those who witnessed Javier being merci- 
lessly gunned down and his friends shot at and wounded 
in Broad daylight right at the provincial capitol grounds, 
the decision must have looked like another ambush, an- 
Gthexnaked exercise in state violence and terrorism. 

But this time the state violence has been perpetrated by 
the justice system. The judiciary may protest that itis inde- 
pendent of the executive and the legislature, which are 
otherwise vested with the state powers of force and com- 
pulsion, and thus, it does not have the instruments of ag- 
gression. But in rendering an incomprehensible decision 
that lets off the hook somebody who appears for all intents 
and purposes—and all rigor of logic—as the mastermind, 
the judiciary has melded with the state and employed the 
instrument of justice to deny justice, nay, even slay justice. 


Without justice 


N INSTRUCTION on the judiciary’s tendency to 
connive with state violence, wittingly or unwit- 
tingly, is the murder of Arbet Sta. Ana-Yongco, the 
faviyer privately prosecuting the case against cult leader 
Ruben Ecleo for the murder of his wife, Alona Bacolod- 
Ecleo. Yongco's death—so dastardly, so needless—seems 
destined to follow the trail of unsolved murders in con- 
nection with Ecleo, who seems to enjoy the benefit of the 
doubt as far as the judiciary is concerned. 

‘When his wife’s body was found in Dalaguete, Cebu, cir- 
cumstances pointed to Ecleo, who hadn't reported that his 
wife was missing. You would think that the law would run 
after Ecleo, but no, he was only arrested and arraigned af- 
ter the media exposed the reluctance of authorities to in- 
dict him. And he was captured not before members of his 
cult had killed several arresting officers. 

In jail, Ecleo received special treatment from his jailers; 
he was even allowed to co-habit with his girlfriend. 
Meanwhile, a cult member massacred the entire family of 
his murdered spouse. Even then, the court released Ecleo 
for “humanitarian” reasons. 

‘When a cult member confessed to having killed Ba- 
colod-Ecleo, the judge was quick to accept the uncorrobo- 
rated confession. Even suspiciously, it was discovered 
that the judge had rendered the decision right after he 
had been relieved by the Supreme Court for rendering 
questionable decisions before. 

From the looks of it, the Bacolod-Ecleo case has been 
botched many times over, rendering remote that justice 
would ever be served any time soon. Itseems fated to go the 
way of the Javier case, which was 18 years in the making. 

„ІЁ one considers that it took nearly 10 years for the 
Javier case to reach the first phase—the arraignment of 
the suspects—simply because Pacificador had done a 
Houdini, and that it took nearly another 10 years for the 
regional trial court to rule, then, indeed, justice is excru- 
clatingly slow in the Philippines. It takes nearly a genera- 
tion for a court to make a first determination, and by 
then, the next generation might have no memory regard- 
ing what the fuss was all about in the first place. 

Historical memory is such a pitiful commodity in the 
Philippines; it is as scarce and pitiful as justice. In a way, 
the Javier case shows that memory and justice are inextri- 
cably linked. Without justice, there would be no memory; 
and without memory, there would be no drive for justice. 
‘The Philippines seems fated to go both ways—without 
memory, without justice.

IN THE OLD days, chirches were the sanctuary 
of people trying to escape arrest by the men of 
feudal loris. Now hospitals have replaced 
churches as the refuge of people uying to escape 
the long arm of the law. Whether the person is 
trying to stay out of prison, like convicted rapist 
Romeo Jalosjos, or a general trying to dodge 
questions regarding his wealth, like Maj. Gen. 
Carios Е Garcia, they pretend to be so sick they 
need to be confined in a hospital. And law en- 
forcement authorities are often only too willing 
to accept the word of their doctors who are, for 
their рап, only too willing to lend the weight of 
their reputations to convince the authorities that 
their patients indeed need to stay in the hospital. 

And so, if Mohammed cannot go to the 
mountain, the mountain will go to him. Mem- 
bers of Congress are going to the University of 
Sto. Tomas Hospital to question Garcia instead 
of forcing him to go to them. Authorities re- 
spect the expert opinion of physicians so much 
that many scoundrels stay out of jail for long 
periods on the say-so of their doctors. 

How dangerous is sleep apnea to the life of 
Garcia if he goes to Congress to answer ques- 
tions? Sleep apnea is a condition where the pa- 
tient sometimes stops breathing while asleep. 
But the general is not going to sleep in 
Congress. On the contrary, he would have to 
stay wide awake and on his toes as the legisla- 
tors pepper him with questions. 

Оп second thought, his doctor also said the 
general has arrythmia, an irregular heartbeat 
Which can trigger a heart attack when he is 
under stress. But this can easily be verified 

ith an electrocardiogram that can be done in 
minutes by any cardiologist. So it wouldn't be 
difficult to determine whether Garcia is really 
їп а life-threatening situation or just malin- 
gering. 

In view of the penchant of some scoundrels 
to use hospitals as а refuge, Congress and the 
Philippine Medical Association should formu- 
late rules to regulate this practice. 

peaking of doctors, members of the 
Philippine College of Physicians signed last 
‘Tuesday a covenant pledging (1) "to practice 
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and be based in the Philippines for the next 
three years" and (2) "to spend a portion of 
their time for charity work... atleast one day 
in a month for charity or to give free consul- 
tations for their poor patients." The PCP has 
6,000 doctor-members and 11 chapters na- 
tionwide, and is the umbrella organization 
of 13 component and affiliate societies. 

‘The PCP leadership was prompted to ask 
its members to sign the covenant because of 
the exodus of doctors because of better op- 
portunities abroad. Infact, several hospitals 
in Mindanao and Negros Oriental face clo- 
sure due to lack of doctors and nurses. 

‘Not only that, full-fledged doctors are go- 
ing back to school to become nurses be- 
cause there is a big demand for nurses 
abroad. A PCP flyer said that in 2002, 2,000 
doctors enrolled to become nurses and in 
2003, this increased to 3,000. This year, an 
estimated 4,000 doctors will shift to nurs- 
ing. Medicine has now ironically become a 
pre-nursing course. 

‘The reason for all these? The low morale 
and low income here of doctors, especially 
the younger ones. Ironically, it is the young 
doctors who know the latest cures and tech- 
niques that they learned abroad. These doc- 
tors leave their flourishing practices in hos- 
pitals abroad to come home and serve their 
‘countrymen only to be disappointed. 

‘Sad to say, media contribute to the poor 
image of the medical profession and there- 
fore to the low morale and exodus of doc- 
tors. For it sometimes unfairly portray doc- 
tors as greedy and incompetent. How often 
do we see patients denouncing in media 
doctors and hospitals for making them wait,

giving them the runaround, not giving them 
prompt medical attention, not realizing that 
the overworked doctors are attending to 
many other patients and giving the more se- 
тошу sick ones priority? 

Add to this the Medical Malpractice Bill 
and the Patients' Rights Bill now pending in 
Congress which will make medical practice. 
here more hazardous and expensive for doc- 
tors. Physicians will have to buy malpractice 
insurance to protect themselves from ambu- 
Tance-chasers. If they have to do that, doctors 
say they might as well practice in the United 
States. Doctors there all have malpractice in- 
‘surance but at least they earn more than the 
doctors here. Add to that the fact that Fil 
pinos are а litigious lot and that we have an 
excess of lawyers willing to chase ambu- 
lances. And that we have legislators who are 
all too ready to espouse populist but wrong 
causes because it would win them votes. 

The truth is that all hospitals, big and 
small, have charity wards that attend to the. 
poor and that many doctors give free ser- 
Vices to poor patients, go on medical mis- 
sions in the provinces and even look for 
funds and dig into their own pockets to 
save patients’ lives. This happens often in 
many hospitals, but they hardly get report- 
ed by media. What gets reported are often 
the non-paying relatives of patients com- 
plaining because they were not given at- 
tention by the overworked doctors fast 
enough. 

Doctors risk their lives every day caring for 
high-risk patients, such as those with drug-re- 
sistant tuberculosis, AIDS, hepatitis, etc. 
‘Sometime ago, the young doctor-daughter of 
cartoonist Larry Alcala was bitten by a patient. 
who had the virulent fulminant hepatitis. She 
got infected and almost died, hovering be- 
‘ween life and death for weeks at the inten- 
sive care unit ofthe Makati Medical Center. 

Yet many doctors will continue caring for 
their countrymen in times of crises and 
calamities and, as the PCP covenant shows, 
they will stick it out in the Philippines in 
good times and bad. 


Do not ‘misunderestimate’ George W. Bush

He wasted away the world's outpouring of 
sympathy for America and the national unity 
of the American people right after Sept. 11. 
The World Trade Center attack offset decades 
of America-bashing and showed the world 
‘America’s truer, human face—not the arm- 
twisting military giant or the drunk and arro- 
gant soldiers throwing their weight outside 
military bases—but the America with a heart, 
the America that grieves for its beloved dead 
and exalts the heroism of the firefighters who 
willingly walked into the fatal blaze to save 
lives, the America that nurtures peoples 
dreams in a regime of “liberty and justice for 
all the kinder, gentler America of which 
George the Elder spoke. 

Today Bush has resurrected memories of 
the Ugly American. During the first presiden- 
tial debate, his opponent John Kerry con- 
fronted him with official US intelligence re- 

that even they were never convinced 
that Saddam Hussein had weapons of mass 
destruction, and Bush would just repeat his. 
mantra: Trust us, we know best. He swaggers, 
tucks in his tummy and raises his shoulders 
for photo ops, pugnaciously scowls and 
smirks at opinions he rejects and people he 
thinks lite of. He resorts to labels, using the 
dreaded "t word in American politics, and 
branding Kerry as a tax-and-spend liberal 
from Massachusetts who “sits on the far left 
bank’ of the American mainstream. 

Bush claims to have rounded up two-thirds 
of al-Qaida, yet he has served as the best re- 
cruiting officer for al-Qaida. What is it to jail a 
few hundred terrorists by ways legally suspect 


FOR REASON 
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and politically discredited, if in doing so you 
antagonize the world and produce an unend- 
ing supply of anti-American zealots? Karl Marx 
said capitalism breeds its own gravediggers. 
‘Well, terrorists feed upon the steady diet of hu- 
milizion and pain that foreign milit 

pation brings in its wake, and uses it to win 
over the principled and idealist youth. 

Bush criticizes Kerry's suggestion that Amer- 
каз anti-terrorist campaign meet "a global 
test,” saying that is an abdication of American. 
power. Kerry says that his goal is an America 
that is "stronger at home and respected once 
again in the world.” It is Bush's emphasis on 
power, and Kerry's on respect and legitimacy, 
that draw the clearest line between the two. 
Perhaps the need to win hearts and minds is a 
lesson painfully learned by Kerry asa soldier in 
‘Vietnam, that Bush couldn't have learned as an 
absentee aviator in the National Guard. 

Perhaps, too, that might be the secret Bush's 
allure to Filipinas: the sheer power of brag- 
gadocio that preys upon the weak and inse- 
Care, which makes him no different from репу 
thugs who enlist as allies those who realize 
that it is safer to be the bully rather than the 
bullied. 

But Bush would have one almost deadly 
flaw had he been running in ће Philippines be- 
cause we would focus typically not on policy 
but on character. Bush is running as the "war 
president," yet when called upon-to serve his 
country in the Vietnam War, he avoided Viet- 
nam (and has never claimed that he was a con- 
scientious objector) by pulling strings to find a 
place in the National Guard, and apparently 
never truly completed his Guardsman's ser- 
vice. Contrast that with Kerry, decorated war 


hero, wounded in battle, who led the Vietnam 
veterans later in opposing that war 

"The Filipino voter will also look askance at 
Bush's tax rebate that, by most accounts, bene- 
fited America's wealthiest families, and at his 
vice-presidential candidate Dick Cheney, who 
is linked to Halliburton, one of the contractors 
most profited by the Iraq invasion. 

Filipinos must listen because all these affect 
us right where it matters, in local jobs that pay 
well. The last two debates focused on US do- 
mestic policy and the rise of unemployment 
under Bush, and the culprit is the "outsourc- 
ing” of jobs, when company after company has 
shut down in the United States to relocate 
‘overseas where the cost of labor is cheaper. 

їп Pinoy-speak, that means the flourishing 
local business of call centers and allied infor- 
mation technology-based services, and more 
generally, in sub-contracting manufacturing 
work to Third World sweatshops. Some think 
ме can underbid India for call centers, or Chi 
ma for garments. It is better for us to start 
searching for our unique advantage, be it our 
more malleable accents (for call centers), or 
the artistry in our cultural heritage (for gar- 
ments), ог the sheer drive and exuberance that 
only a licentious democracy like ours can fos- 
ter (for everything else). 

‘We may think that this is all so distant for us 
to worry. Remember that the recent spike in 
demand for Filipino nurses in the United States 
was fueled largely by the decline in nursing 
school applications. Interestingly enough, @ 
study has shown that this was brought about 
by the rise of the women's equality movement. 
Whereas before, a bright young girl who want- 
ed a health-related career might have applied 
to become registered nurse, today, she would 
‘want to become a doctor herself. 

For those who think that debates about war, 
comparative advantage and gender are too, 
well, philosophical, think again, Finding the 
right theory could very well be the most practi- 
cal thing we could ever do. 
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POLICE recently drove off the streets newsboys 
for allegedly violating a municipal ordinance that 
bans ambulant vendors from using the streets to 
peddle their wares, 

Newsboys are iconic institutions associated 
with the wider scope of the freedom of the press. 
Their importance as links of newspapers to the 
reading public, as distributors of news, was pro- 
filed by the old Manila Times which erected a 
statue of the newsboy as its logo and symbol. 

On the principle of equal application of the 
law, newsboys are covered by the ban in the same 
way as cigarette and food vendors. The press can- 
not argue for the exemption of newsboys because 
they peddle a commodity that has something to 
do with the untrammeled circulation of informa- 
tion and ideas, The press will be hard put to make 
a case for that argument. 

The press and the public will be wiser to view 

yearance of newsboys from the streets 
ial of a passing era in modern newspa- 
per distribution. The newsboys will surely be 
missed especially by the nostalgic. They are as 
anachronistic as the jeepney in the 21st century 
which has seen the use of rapid urban transit sys- 
tem or thecalesa that disappeared after the liber- 
ation of Manila in 1945. 

‘The disappearance of the newsboy as a vital 
link in the newspaper distribution chain is a 
‘wake-up call to newspaper publishers and edi- 
tors. The message is that they can no longer bui 
up mass circulation through sensational head- 
lines. It is a pointer to them to recast their strate- 
gy in increasing circulation, shifting from the 
tabloid journalism formula that is incompatible 
with serious journalism. 

"The disappearance of newsboys underlines the 
need to get out of the same mode of distribution 
that sustains the jeepneys, under which any pas- 
senger boards and gets off anywhere he pleases. 
The newsboy mode is a replica of the jeepney sub- 
culture which has no place in a modern metropolis. 

Mass circulation papers in the Philippines face 
ап acute problem in reorienting their archaic cir- 
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culation formula based on screaming headlines. 
Oftentimes, newspaper proprietors and editors 
have been confronted in their annual strategy 


workshops by problems arising from distortions 
in the presentation of news caused by the need to 
have compelling headlines that sell ће paper. The 
dilemma they face is that if the headlines are not 
‘grabbing, the paper becomes boring and the aver- 
age man in the street does not buy it. So, editors 
are forced to drive their staff to produce “scoops” 
that put the paper ahead of its rival in publishing 
fresh news—albeit only snippets of “breakin 
news"—often at the expense of accuracy and hat 
ing a comprehensive story. 

in an environment driven by scoops, editors 
and reporters are hostages to ће habit they have 
fostered on their readers who have become ad- 
dicted to a steady diet of scoops and screaming 
headlines whose life support system depends on 
the newsboy circulation chain, 

As metropolitan centers developed into one-pa- 
per cities over the past half-century, modem papers 
have discarded newsboys and replaced them with 
more stable distribution points, Le. fixed and li 
censed newspaper agents. Newspaper proprietors 
and editors have found out that paid and home-de- 
livered subscription assures a stable circulation, not 
hostage to the thrill seeking instincts of the public. 
‘The fixed newspaper agents are points where peo- 
ple who miss their home-delivered paper can pick 
пра copy on the way to work or back home. 

‘Newspapers can no longer build up circulation 
on compelling headlines, They are not only com- 
peting among themselves, but they face even 
tougher competition on breaking the news from 


thelr worst nemesis, TV news, and more recently 
text messages. To avoid extinction, newspapers 
have to relocate fast their distribution chain from. 
the newsboy circuit. 

‘TV and "texted" information are not the most 
accurate and reliable news medium. TV draws 
much of their news from the newspaper (often 
without acknowledgment), but it breaks the 
news ahead of its sources. Text news is not only 
inaccurate much of the time, it is also dangerous, 
Cell phones are efficient conduits of false and 
even malicious information. 

ТУ gets the news ahead, But TV news is hard, 
and takes time to verify. But TV cannot replace 
the newspaper as confirmatory material. True, TV 
has grabbed a large slice of the advertising mar- 
ket and revenue and reduced the share of news- 
papers in ad revenue. But newspapers need not 
compete with TV on the latter's own terms. News- 
papers explain the news and give it context, 
which TV can't do. 

Newspapers have earlier recognized the threat 
to their life posed by TV and have shifted the base 
‘oftheir circulation away from the volatile streets. 

‘There has been a lot of debate within media 
about the future of the newspaper, and there has 
been a lot of apocalyptic predictions about the 
banishment of the newspaper to the Jurassic age. 
During the barbarian invasions of Europe in the 
Middle Ages, it was feared that the printed word 
would not survive the sweep of the hordés. But 
the word was kept by the monks. Now TV is the. 
пем scourge threatening the extinction of endur- 
ing information on the saga ofthe human race. 

But you can't write the history of mankind on 
‘TV footage, you can't build a memory on its 
ephemeral material, and you can't write litera- 
ture on the TV screen. 

‘There's too much alarmist predictions on the 
future of newspapers. What should alarm us 
more is the kind of information we are drawing 
from TV for guidance in mapping our way 
through complex events. The big egos of TV are 
not our best hope for illumination. 


That Greenhills tempest 


‘THIS afternoon, at 2:30, lawyers, students and 
members of women's groups and other NGOs in 
Cebu will hold a massive indignation rally in 
front of the provincial capitol to condemn the 
brutal killing of human rights lawyer Arbet Sta.

Pinay and 
other women's groups, will hold a "March and 
Rally of Mourning and indignation” from 9 a.m.- 
12 noon. The program starts with the ninth day 
novena and rosary for the repose of Arbet’s soul, 
to be followed by a march to the Department of 
Justice and the Supreme Court, where a short 
program will be hel 

АЙ those mourning Arbet's murder, as well as 

the brutal sabotage of our justice system, are invit- 
ed to join in these activities, for as the Manila ral 
ly’ organizers proclaim: "When truth and justice 
remain elusive for those who seek them...When 
the lives of those who fight for truth and justice 
are brutally cur short...” then it's time to make our 
voices heard and our numbers count. 
A TEMPEST in a crowded teapot that is the 
Greenhills Shopping Center is the protest being 
raised by some tenants at the center and the 
homeowners associations of the villages ringing 
it regarding an alleged “mosque” in a parking 
building undergoing construction. 

Just to prove how this issue has been blown 
out of proportion, the alleged “mosque” is re- 
ally according to an officer of Ortigas and Со, 
the center's developers, a "prayer room,” or 
reserved area for Muslim traders and stall 
owners and shoppers where they ean perform 


TOWARD the end of July 1899, Emilio Aguinaldo 
was in Tarlac hounded by advisers urging him to 
take drastic action against the newspaper La In- 
dependencia which had published an article that 
‘members of Congress found offensive, The arti- 
cle, titled “Algo para el congreso," (Something for 
Congress) and signed by "Paralitico," had some 
sensational but rather timely lines like: “Such is 
the work of the first Congress: a work of obstruc- 
tion and not of development. 
You don't need а Ph.D. in history to know that 
“Paralitico” was none other than Apolinario 
Mabini who had once served as Aguinaldo's clos- 
est adviser, He lost in a power struggle, left gov- 
ernment and retired to Rosales, Pangasinan, to 
lick his wounds. He did not fade away quietly; he 
continued to be a thorn in the side of Congress 
and the Cabinet through his writings. Though 
physically handicapped, his mind was sharp and 
he provided a conscience for the Revolution 
‘There were two “revolutionary” papers during 
the period. The official organ of the goverment 
was La Republica Filipina under the direction of Pe- 
dro Paterno, and the other was La Independencia 


under Antonio Luna. One could say that the editori- * 


al policy of the papers followed the temperament 
and political leanings of their respective editors. 

‘Although Luna was assassinated in Cabanatu- 
an in June 1899, the paper, under Rafael Palma, 
continued Luna's independent and fighting 
stance. Luna, who had once worked with La Soli- 
daridad, was disappointed with its editor Marce- 
lo H. del Pilar and its editorial policy, which called 
for reform rather than the separation of the 
Philippines from Spain. Luna's letters to Rizal 
were М of complaints; For example, he had to 
write almost all the articles in one issue of La Sol- 
idaridad because the editor was remiss. Thus, Lu- 
na urged Rizal to establish а more radical paper 
and promised his support. 

‘On July 31, 1899, Emilio Aguinaldo signed a 
{etter to the editor of La Independencia, presum- 


their daily prayer obligations (five times a di 
iff'm not mistaken) in peace and quiet. 

Previously Muslims doing business in Green- 
hills, most of them manning stalls in the hugely 
popular tiangge or flea market, only had a por- 
tion of a busy alleyway between Unimart and 
Virra Mall where they could gather and pray, 
subject to the noise and disruption of shoppers 
and passersby.

At that meeting, 
Soliven allegedly called the company officers 
"greedy" and “without intelligence," while at the 
same time appealing to their goodwill and ask- 
ing them to donate part of their property along 
Annapolis and Missouri Streets (where Soliven's 
‘school happens to stand) to the municipality “so 
that additional road and parking spaces can be 
created for the benefit of the businesses and res- 
idents outside of GSC.” The officers replied that 
there were indeed plans to create more parking 
slots over the drainage canal, to start next year. 
THEN the homeowners representatives inquired 
about the company’s plan to construct a 
"mosque" in the GSC. Despite the Ortigas repre: 
sentatives’ clarification that what they planned 
was a "prayer room" and not a mosque, the 
homeowners said they were afraid even just а re- 
served prayer area would create "another 


Sound advice 
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ably drafted by Interior Secretary Severino de las 
Alas, calling the ideas in an article by Paralitico 
“anti-patriotic.” Worse, ће article suggested that 
the government was not united and could affirm 
what the Americans were saying: that Fili 

were unfit to govern themselves. 

Aguinaldo's letter went on to warn: "I hereby 
direct that the editor of La Independencia, whose 
talent and patriotism are well known to us, be or- 
dered after today not to publish any article by any 
writer which could more or less prejudice the 
cause we defend, he being excused for this time, 
but hereafter in the event that he incurs faults of 
this character, the proper correctional measures 
shall be adopted with regard to him." 

‘Mabini said that Congress, which was then in 
session in Tarlac, did not truly represent the peo- 
ple because the war made elections impossible, 
and so the resolutions passed did not reflect the 
popular sentiment. In reforming the judicial sys- 
tem, Congress disposed of all Spanish systems 
(both the good and the bad) resulting in chaos 
and slowed down the already slow delivery of jus- 
tice. Mabini felt that good and working parts of 
the Spanish Justice system in the Philippines 
should be maintained and further improved. Then 
he explained the need for a dictatorial govern- 
ment during a crisis, going as far as to say, “Drown 
the Constitution and save the principles." 

Contrary to popular belief, Mabini was against 
the Malolos Constitution and the Malolos 
Congress, insisting that the times needed a strong, 


Quiapo" in the rarefied precincts of Greenhills. 

Unfortunately, some days later, a reporter for 
another paper wrote a story about the company's 
plan to build an “P8-million mosque" in GSC, and 
despite the developer's continued denial of such a 
plan, the Greenhills homeowners associations 
stepped up their campaign against the "mosque," 
writing to the Ortigases' business partners, to San 
Juan Mayor JV Ejercito, and even ro local Catholic 
Church leaders, all in an effort to rally support be- 
hind their campaign against the "mosque." 

Nor being a Greenhills resident myself, though I 
am a frequent shopper there, 1 really wouldn't 
know if he residents have good reason to fear for 
their safety in what seems to be, in their minds, a 
threatened "Muslim invasion." But what dismays 
and angers meas а Filipino—is that their attacks 
against the supposed "mosque" are taking on an 
increasingly bigoted and racist tone, Racist? Yes, 
since their prejudice against Filipino Muslims 
seems based mainly on the ethnicity of Muslim 
communities and "profiling" of their behavior. 
THE ANTI-MUSLIMS of Greenhills would be 
the firs to protest, Lam sure, against any form 
of “racial profiling” of Filipinos by other gov- 
'ernments, which single us out on suspicion of 
carrying fake documents, smuggling in 
chicharon, mangoes, pirated DVDs and other 
contraband, or having links to al-Qaida, Je- 
maah Islamiyah or the Abu Sayyaf. 

So why are they imposing their own narrow, 
unfounded fears and biases on their brother and 
sister Filipinos who just happen to be Muslim? 

A friend of mine raises an important issue in 
that Ms Soliven, the ringleader of the Green- 
hills lynch mob, also happens to be the chair of 
the Philippine Commission of Unesco, a Unit- 
ed Nations body that was founded to promote 
international solidarity and tolerance for di- 
versity by preserving the cultural heritage of 
nations. Does she have any business contin 
ing to represent Unesco here and abroad 
when, in her capacity as a leader in her neigh- 
borhood, she is the first to champion bigotry 
and narrow-mindedness? 


resident, a dictator who could move the struggle. 
forward. Congress was necessary in stable and 
peaceful times but an impediment during war: 

“It was necessary for the members of the first 
Congress to demonstrate to the world the capaci- 
ty of the Filipino people to govern themselves, 
and for this purpose they copied the Constitution 
of the French Republic and that of some South 
‘American Republics. For what reason was there 
imported into a country disturbed or threatened 
by а revolution the Constitution adopted by an- 
other nation in time of peace for the purpose of 
securing the greatest development of its civil life? 
Why did they not copy the Constitution adopted 
by the French Revolution or by the North Ameri- 
сап one or by any other nation which fought for 
its independence? At least logic and common 
sense would so counsel.” 

We all know that common sense is not com- 
mon. Aguinaldo censored La Independencia 
without reading the article. He told Teodoro 
Sandico on Aug. 2, 1899: "T have just heard ru. 
mors that there is an article published by Sr. 
Mabini in La Independencia entitled ‘Something 
for Congres in which sid body was severely 
criticized; and, that such an article should not 
have been published because it disgraces our peo- 
ple and isa charge against them, seeming to con- 
firm our lack of union. 1do not know much about 
it as 1 have not yet read it and even though 1 
should have done so, 1 would not thoroughly un- 
derstand it, (because) as you know, scarcely un- 
derstand the Spanish language. According to 
what I hear, the article mentioned is signed with 
the name of Paralitico.” 

When you go through the primary sources on 
the foundations of the nation, we see division 
rather than unity. Mabini provided sound advice, 
and thats why he wasn’t popular and was forced 
to leave the government service.

Medical tourism? 


1 wouldn't have given the article too much attention ex- 
cept that it appeared in The Nation, an English dally newspa- 
per in Bangkok. The article, which came out last week, dis- 
closed that Bumrungrad, one ofthe largest hospitals in Thai- 
land, was planning to invest some $9.2 million in Asian Hos- 
pital пс. in Alabang, representing а 40 percent stake in the 
Filipino hospital 

Because of fre- 
quent trips to Thai- 
land, the name Bum- 
rungrad was famil- 
iar, Î knew it was а 
major player in Thai 
medical tourism, of. 
fering all kinds of 
medical packages for 
foreigners. Could Burrungrad's move with the Asian Hospi- 
tal be part of an expansion of its medical tourism package in- 
tothe Southeast Asian region? 

"What does this mean for the Philippines’ own plans for 
medical tourism? Maybe even more crucially, do we want to 
‘compete for this emerging niche in the global market? 

Executive health packages 

Let's look first at what medical tourism is all about. 

Until fairly recently, people looked at Third World coun- 
tries and its hospitals as inferior imitations of those in devel- 
oped countries. Western expatriates as well as wealthier 
"Third World "natives" would fly to the United States for 
something as simple as an executive check-up, having very 
litle trust in local hospitals or doctors. 

In the last 30 years or so, the costs of health care have 
soared in developed countries, especialy the United States, 
‘Americans and, to some extent, the British, Canadians, Aus- 
tralians began to look for ways to reduce these expenses. 
Certain services and procedures in American hospitals are. 
now being contracted out to Third World countries, from 
transcriptions of medical records to the reading of X-rays. 

With medical tourism, the patient is literally “out. 
sourced'—packed off and sent to countries like Thailand on: 
‘executive packages that offer, besides the medical services, 
all kinds of services. Bumrungrad's website offers perks like 
“roundtrip airport transport, welcome massage, cell phone, 
Ya day Bangkok orientation tour, 2 round trips to hospital 
with hospital outpatient registration and process orientation 
plus 24-7 assistance for your entire stay in Thailand"! 

‘The Bumrungrad website lists rates for some medical ser- 
vices. Need a coronary angiogram? That's about $3,00 
cluding two nights in a single room. An elective Caesarean, 
section? Thats about $1,000, including four nights in a sin- 
gle room. Breast augmentation with smooth saline implant 
costs about $2,000, including one night in a single room. 

Plastic surgery is actually quite big in Thailand. When you 
land in Bangkok's airport, the free maps сапу many ads of 
clinics offering these procedures. One map I got, for exam~ 
ple, had an ad from Bangmod Hospital offering breast im- 
plants, abdominoplasty (tummy tucks), liposuction, face lift, 
double eyelid surgery, nose implant, laser skin resurfacing 
and... sex reassignment surgery. © 

‘These rates are very low compared to what you'd pay in 
the United States, Europe or Australia. As Bumrungrad's 
hard sell goes, the savings from one root canal performed im 
‘Thailand actually gives you extra money for a luxury vaca- 
tion. Their website has this blurb that pretty much summa 
rizes the business of medical tourism: "We can schedule, 
shopping excursions, river tours, ancient site tours, trips to 
nearby beaches ... all around your medical appointment” 


schedule.” 
Faith healers т 

‘The Philippines probably beat other countries to this idea: 
of medical tourism bit many years ago. I recall how in the. 
19705, faith healers like Tony Agpaoa were already offering 
tour packages for people coming іп from Europe and Japan 
‘who wanted the faith healers’ services. Agpaoa even had his 
own little hotel in Baguio so patients didn't have to look for 
their own accommodations. The faith healing packages 
eventually went into decline, and last heard, it was our faith 
healers who were going to Eastern European countries to do, 
theirroad-show healing. 

Earlier this year, then Tourism Secretary Roberto Pag- 
danganan announced that the Department of Tourism was 
teaming up with the Department of Health, specifically 
the Philippine Institute of Traditional and Alternative 
Health Care, to promote medical tourism. At that time, he 
said only St. Luke's had been accredited for their program 
but Asian Hospital, Capitol Medical Center and Medical 
City had also applied 

So, do we want to pursue this medical tourism track? 

T think there's potential here. Some of our hospitals, and 
health professionals, can match those in the United States 
afterall, we've been exporting our doctors and nurses there 
for 50 years now. Our medical and nursing curricula are cer- 
tainly tougher than many of our neighbors’ in Southeast 
Asia. Who knows, maybe medical tourism can convince a- 
few more Filipino health professionals to stay rather than 
migrate. 

Оп the “tourism” side, we do have a long way to go. It's 
hard to compete with our neighboring countries tourist at- 
tractions, given their edge of a few hundred years with tem- 
ples and palaces. On the other hand, we do have lots of un- 
tapped potential, with our nature spots and, of course, we do’ 
have an edge in terms of greater fluency in English which is, 
so important for a service industry of this type. 

Reservations 

1 do have my reservations about medical tourism. My 
main concern is that it might distort our priorities. Just look 
at our flight artendants and the way they smile and kowtow 
to foreign flyers, constantly asking them if they need any- 
thing. Compare that to the scowl that greets you, a mere fel- 
low Filipino, if you have the temerity to ask for water. Bring, 
that kind of discrimination into our entire health care system. 
and you can imagine what could happen. 

worry, too, about the bandwagon effect of every hospi-, 
tal trying to get into the act. If quality is not maintained, 
our medical tourism program could be shot down even be- 
fore it takes off. All you need is a few well-publicized com- 
plaints of botched medical procedures from the visitors 
and we're finished, 

Remember, too, there's the “tourism” angle to this. А for- 
eign patient may be totally pleased with the medical ser- 
vices, but if he or she is mugged while out on a shopping trip 
or overcharged at some tourist trap, then they re likely to dis- 
courage friends from coming here. 

"We should be realistic though. Medical tourism isn't going. 
to bring in huge revenues. Neither will it save our health care, 
system from its present dismal state. But if we get our priori- 
ties right, medical tourism could help somewhat to serve the 
needs of Filipinos, with revenues derived from it going back 
into improving equipment and services and, ina sense, sub- 
sidizing costs for indigent patients.

The resolution 
made it appear that during my time as presid- 
ing justice of the Sandiganbayan, I dipped my 
fingers into the treasury of the Court, and 
scooped up P5 million on my way out. The res- 
olution is filled with factual errors, which 
make dubious the authenticity of that resolu- 
tion. 

Forthe record: 

1. As early as December 2001, Thad been re- 
lieved by the high court of all my administra 
tive functions as presiding justice of the Sandi- 
ganbayan after having been tasked to dedicate 
myself exclusively to resolving 70 odd cases for 
which I was held accountable. 

2. Thereafter, vouchers were approved and 
the checks were signed by then acting presid- 
ing justice, now Supreme Court justice, Minita. 
V Chico-Nazario. 

3. Thad no participation in the computation 
of the amounts due me at retirement. Neither 
‘was 1 involved in the preparation of my retire 
ment checks. The personnel section and fi- 
nance division that handled these functions 
‘were then under the acting presiding justice. 

4. In the computation of the amounts due 
me, 1 had precisely expressed concern to the 
head of the personnel section if it was correct 
to include the money value of my tacked-on 
leave credits. 1 was assured that it was, and 
that this had been the practice as to other retir- 
ing justices. 

5. That the Court was not directly informed 
about how much 1 received by way of retire 
‘ment benefits is correct. And this is simply be- 
cause the Court as a body is not generally in- 
formed about these administrative arithmeti- 
al matters—not because these matters are se- 
cret but merely because they are handled by 
subordinate officials and eventually examined 
by the Commission on Audit (I had been told 
however by the Sandiganbayan officals that 
consultations had been held with Supreme 
Court administrative officials, for which rea 
son certain amounts normally due to retirees 
had been withheld from me pending clarifica- 
tion with the proper authorities). 

6. My application for retirement (already 
approved by the Court) contained the compu: 
tation of all my leave credits tacked on to ту 
period of actual service. The Court was aware 
of this from the very start. That the Court did 
not know about this is another indication that 
the resolution released to media was spurious. 

T have spent over 17 years in government 
and in all that time not а centavo was mis 
spent, whether on luxuries or otherwise, 
whether on cars or on perquisites not provided 
for by law. [have always felt, as still do to this 
day, that government money is nobody's play- 
thing. 1 cannot now be accused of scooping up 
оп my way out money that nobody told me 1 
was entitled о.

Why? IF 10 years ago the Department of En 
ergy had insisted that all new housing units be 
fitted with solar heating, our power problems 
would be much les. 

Solar can provide at least constant hot wa- 
ter, three to four lights and two fans. So, 
brownouts are no longer such a headache. 
Quantity installations would sharply reduce 
the unit costs and many banks would be will 
ing to finance the installation costs.

ZAMBOANGA CITY—US Ambassador 
to the Philippines Francis Ricciardone 
yesterday said there is brighter hope 
for peace in Mindanao this time. 


Ricciardone, who visited some parts of 
Western’ Mindanao Wednesday, said high 
hopes for peace in Mindanao were largely due 
to the mutual stand of the government and 
the Moro Islamic Liberation Front (MILF) for 
a peaceful settlement to the Moro rebellion. 

He said this desire is also being reinforced 
by the coming in of international monitors 
that would ensure both sides comply with 
agreements on cessation of hostilities. 

“The parties are taking the lead here, the 
Philippine goverment, the MILF and the 
Malaysian government. The (Intemational) Mon- 
itoring Team (IMT) is doing a great work, and we 
(US) are sting on a respectful distance, wishing 
them success,” Ricciardone told the алау. 

He said the United States remains confi- 
dent about the peace process being brokered 
by Kuala Lumpur and that his government 
would help in anyway it could. 


No interference 

But Ricciardone immediately clarified that 
the US would not interfere in the peace process. 

“IÉ they want us in here and there, we are not 
going to get in their way or get up front," he said. 

Peace negotiations between Manila and the 
rebel group would resume after the Muslim 
fasting month of Ramadan according to offi- 
cials from both sides.

In fac, if former Sen. Robert Barbers, 
the chair of the committee that instigat- 
ed the hearing, could only have his way, 
he would have deported all eight al- 
ready before year 2002 ended. 

But, alas, as in ай other Senate and 


` Congressional hearings, all the legisla- 


tors could do was simply recommend 
their decisions to proper authorities. Or, 
in other words, they hold hearings only 
"jn aid of legislation.” Meaning, once 
they deem matters as anomalous and 
inimical to public interest, they will 
draft laws that seek to prevent future 
occurrences of such misdemeanors or 
crimes.

‘THE CONTROVERSY on the selection of the 
eight finalists in this year's Metro Manila Film 
Festival (MMFF) should be resolved, said ac-

“There was a complaint and the process was 
flawed,” said Leo in an interview last Wednes 
day. "Eight entries were chosen and four were 
allegedly ай from Mother Lily (Monteverde of 
Regal Films). Instead of deciding on the case, 
the executive committee passed it on to the De- 
partment of Justice.” 

Leo, who is also the director general of the

Quer Entertainment that there were only two 
options in resolving the issue: The executive 
committee should convince the Regal Films, 
producer to withdraw two of her four movies, 
from the festival, or the committee automatical- 
ly disqualifies the two entries.

Leo said the FAP is also member of the exec- 
utive committee and it gets a share of the film 
fest earings.

“Its too early to tell if my grandchildren 
have musical inclinations,” he said. "None 
of my children were musical. But Andre, 
Carl's son, might have musical talent. He's 
only 2 but I hear him singing and hum- 
ming.”

Perfect singer 

The writer of the soundtrack of at least two 
generations said he composes his songs in his 
head, then writes down the notes. 

“1 do not writesongs using any musical in- 
struments,” he said. Ч studied piano when 1 
was young, and learned a bit of solfeggio. 
Thats how 1 learned to write my music. I 
would give the notes to an arranger, like Ama- 
do Trivinio, D’Amarillo, Homer Flores, Willy 
Cruz, Ryan Cayabyab." 

Canseco began making songs when he was 
20. He sold his first one to a record label in 
1966. The song, "Kapantay ay Langit,” was 
recorded by Amapola, then by Pilita Corrales, 
who turned it into a classic. He credits record 
and movie producer Vie del Rosario for dis- 
covering him. 

But it was in the '70s—when the concept of 
Original Pilipino Music was created by the 
then chair of the Kapisanan ng mga Brod 
kaster sa Pilipinas, the late Teodoro Valen- 
cia—that Canseco emerged as the songwriter 
of the times, He also found the perfect singer 
to interpret his songs. 

Basil Valdez had just gone solo after the 
iconic Circus Band disbanded. The song 
Canseco had written was "Ngayon at Kailan- 
man,” and Basils baritone transformed the 
song into an undying paean of love, making it 
soar to eternity. 

“Basil feels,” said Canseco. “He sings with 
his heart and his soul.” 

“Their collaboration as singer and songwrit- 
er would last more than a decade, spawning 
more songs that rake the soul and pierce the 
heart. 

“Would you believe that when 1 wrote 
“Paano” (recorded by Pilita and then Dulce) 
that Las actually crying? 1 have this natural 
talent of imagining а situation and then writ- 
ing a song from my experience of being in that 
situation.”

‘Canseco still writes his songs for his wife 
Flora, who died of breast cancer in 1990. For 
five years, Canseco grieved for her. He is still

Canseco admitted that he and his wife had 
fought during their marriage. 


"What couple doesn't fight?" he said. "But 
the fights were not full-blown fights that 
reached the point of separation.” 

The fights, he said, were mostly because 
of the women that hovered around him. 

"She would get hurt when I tolerated oth- 
ег women’s flirtation,” he said.

Time ticking 
for RP as ratings 
agencies circle 


THE PESO'S sickly performance and looming 
visits from rating agencies signal time is run- 
ning out for the Philippines to show its credi- 
tors and international markets that it can 
match years of reform talk with action. 

Three months into her new term, President. 
Macapagal-Arroyo has yet to convince in- 
vestors she can push through painful reforms 
needed to end the countrys addiction to debt. 

Rising global interest rates and oil prices 
are exacerbating pressure on the country’s 
ratings and currency. 

‘With ratings agencies starting to voice con- 
cer over the lack of progress, another three 
months of inaction on plugging the $3.6 bil- 
lion annual budget deficit could be fatal, ana- 
lysts say. 

А one-notch downgrade on the country’s 
$56 billion foreign debt pile to three notches 
below investment grade would sharply raise 
borrowing costs, diverting more resources 
away from spending and making it even 
tougher to cut the deficit. 

‘The peso, which touched its record low of 
56.45 to the dollar for the second straight day 
‘on Thursday, would inevitably suffer. 

The Philippines, which has run fiscal 
deficits in 10 of the last 14 years, pushed back 
оп Monday its target date for achieving a bal- 
anced budget to 2010 from 2009. 

"So far, the progress has been underwhelm- 
ing,” said Adam Le Mesurier, vice president of 

Pacific economic research at Goldman 
Sachs in Singapore. 

“The tone of comments coming out of 
Manila in the last month or so has suggested 
some delay or backtracking in terms of the 
schedule of fiscal reforms.” Ms Arroyo said in 
‘August that the Philippines was in fiscal crisis, 
but some analysts believed she was using 
shock tactics to win enough political support. 
for new measures aimed at raising an extra 
P100 billion in revenues each year. 

Lawmakers have been grumbling about eight 
bills chat Ms Arroyo wants Congress to pass in 
order to raise one of Asia's lowest tax takes and 
trim some fat from the bloated bureaucracy: 

The legislature, now on а month-long 
break, is running short of time with another 
week long recess due in November and the 
house adjourning for Christmas on Dec. 20. 

“There is no doubt that there isa sense of ur- 
gency” Ralph Recto, the head of the Senate's 
Ways and means committee, said. "The only 
problem is the type of tax bills that were sub- 
mitted to Congress.” 

Standard and Poor's said last week that it 
might reconsider its stable outlook on the 
Philippines, Asia's most active issuer of 
sovereign debt, if there was no action on the 
tax bis or a power rate hike this year.

‘THE PHILIPPINE panel tasked to negotiate 
for greater market access to Japan has ex- 
pressed confidence that Asia's biggest econo- 
‘my would finally open the floodgates for local 
agricultural products. 

"This in exchange for the liberal entry of 
Japanese industrial products to the Philip- 
pines. 

"Hopefully, the Japanese will be more rea- 
sonable. If they are not willing to move on 
agriculture products, we will not move on in- 
dustrials,” said Agriculture Assistant Secre- 
tary Seglredo Serrano, a member of the nego- 
tiating panel. 

Philippine negotiators will work on a bilat- 
eral trade framework to ease trade of agricul- 
ture and industria! products in the Sth round 
of the Japan-Philippines Economic Partner- 
ship Agreement, scheduled for Oct. 25. 

Japan proposed that Philippine tarifs on 
most of its industrial products be immediately 
removed, but did not want to do the same for 
its agricuitural products. 

‘Serrano said that this was unacceptable. 

He added that agriculture products should 
be exported freely to Japan, the same way 
that Japanese automobiles, steel products 
and petrochemicals enjoy wide access to the 
local market. 

"Concessions should go both ways. There 
must be significant market gains for agricul- 
ture products, especially the processed prod- 
ucts," said Serrano. 

Industry and private sector groups, mean- 
while, said the Agriculture and Trade depart- 
ments should consolidate their proposals be- 
fore negotiators face their counterparts on 
October 25. 

Former Agriculture and Trade Undersecre- 
tary Ernesto Ordonez said in a forum yester- 
day that the Trade Department must be care- 
ful with its policy statements, especially in its 
bilateral trade agreement with Japan. 

"We must be vigilant and on the offensive 
in pushing our gains. The JPEPA is just one 
arena that we could rake advantage of and 
the DTI should not concede if its just to 
(Japan's) advantage,” he said.

Destiny merges 
with cable firm

‘THE SECURITIES and Exchange Commission 
has approved the merger of businesswoman 
Elena Lim's Destiny Cable with The Global 
Cable Inc. 

Tn a resolution, the SEC allowed the union 
ofthe two cable firms, with Destiny as thesur- 
viving company. 

The merger would increase Destiny's share 
of the cable television market to an estimated 
25 percent 

Global Cable was put up in the early 905 
amd had managed to increase its market in 
Manila, Makati, Pasay, Mandaluyong and San 
Juan despite the strong presence of rival 
Home Cable. 

Global Cable has P20 million in capital, 
with assets pegged at P86.12 million. 

Under its merger plan, Destiny will assume 
all assets and liabilities of Global Cable. 

Destiny will not issue new shares nor in- 
crease its authorized capital stock. 

‘The SEC noted that both companies were 
insolvent, since current assets were not 
enough to cover current liabilities. 

As of March, Destiny Cable had P1.76 bil- 
lion in liabilities, while assets were estimated 
at P610 million. 

Global Cable's liabilities, on the other 
hand, amounted to P93.5 million, against 
P86.12 million in assets. 

"Upon their merger, assets will amount to 
P696.3 million against P1.85 billion in liabili 
ties. 

Global's creditors, however, have consent- 
ed to the merger. 

In another development, the SEC approved 
the merger of property firm Surfield Develop- 
ment Corp. with its subsidiary, Property Equi- 
ties Ine. 

Surfield, largely owned by Macondray 
Holdings Corp. and Lapanday Holdings 
Corp., will be the surviving firm. 

Surfield's assets amounted to P690.5 mil- 
Jion, while that of Property Equities stood at 
P48.6 million.

late an integrated fisheries devel- 
+ opment master plan. Among the 
key contributors during this 
workshop were Charlie Capricho, 
president of Pambansang Alyansa 
ng mga Mangingisda ot Pa- 
munuan*ng Organisasyon (Pam- 
pano) and Dr. Florangel Braid, 
president of the Asian Institute of 
Journalism and Communication. 

It was proposed that on Feb. 14 
next year, the DA would give as its 
Valentine's gift to the municipal 
fishers a fisheries master plan. 
This would address both growth 
and development, as well as 
poverty alleviation and environ- 
mental degradation. 

It would be formulated 
through a joint effort of the gov- 
emment, fisherfolk and industry. 
They will seeto it that most of the 
resources will be allocated to the 
poor they wil quantify how 
much goes to the municipal fish- 
ers and provide measures to pre- 
vent corruption. Other issues that 
would be addressed are land and 
water relationships, carrying ca- 
pacity, and a comprehensive fish- 
eries management system that in- 
cludes mapping, production, pro- 
tection and conservation, 


Experts 

In completing the master plan, 
experts will be needed to provide 
accurate data and scientific anal- 
ysis. Such experts can be found in 
а group like the Philippine Agri 
culture Economics and Develop- 
ment Association (Paeda). 

The Paeda celebrated its 0h 
anniversary with a two-day con- 
vention this past week. Last Oct. 
13, the Paeda, under President 
Danilo Cardenas and Convention 
chair Mercedita Sombilla, passed 
а resolution offering its expert 
help to both government and the 
farm and fishing sectors 

‘With the Paeda's, the poor will 
not only get their just share of at 
tention and support. They will al 
so learn the most effective use of 
the scarce resources available to- 
day 


Realizing this problem, the De- 
partment of Agriculture (DA) 
launched the Fisheries Resource 
Management Project (АМР). 
Foreign funding will come from 
the Asian Development Bank. 

On Aug. 23, Director Malcolm 
Sarmiento of the DA's Bureau of 
Fishery and Aquatic Resources 
(BFAR) led the "FRMP Policy Fo- 
Tum and Action Planning on the 
‘Municipal Fisheries Agenda." 

Ephraim Batungbacal of the 
Tambuyog Development Center 
summarizes data from this forum 
and other sources in the table 
above. 

During this forum, Sarmiento 
described the DAs new aquacul- 
ture programs. These were large- 
Jy responsible for the sub-sectors 
impressive 28.4% growth rate. 

While some of the aquaculture 
projects benefited the rich (eg. one 
hectare for prawn development re- 
quires at least P1 million invest- 
ment), others benefited the poor. 
‘An example is the raising of super 
tilapia in makeshift ponds by small 
farmers. This was part of a tilapia 
master plan that took P400,000 out 
ofthe P3.S-million master plan for- 
mulation budget in 2001. Unfortu- 
nately, the proposed PIO-milion 
budget for 2002 was scrapped and 
has not been revived since. 

"When the small municipal fish- 
erfolk asked if there was a fish- 
eries master plan, the answer was 
negative. They felt that a master 
plan would have provided an eq- 
uitable distribution of govem- 
‘ment support among the three 
fishery sub-sectors. They believe 
that the richer aquaculture sub- 
sector, which constitutes only 
4%, of the group were allocated 
some of the resources that could 
have gone to the poorer munici- 
pal fishery sub-sector. They co 
stitute 89% of the sector. Had this 
been done, municipal fisherfolk 
believed ‘they would have 
achieved a much higher growth 
rate than 2.5%.

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Lubang families survive by selling pastillas

LUBANG, Occidental Min- 
doro—This island is popular for 
pastillas made from pure fresh 
Carabao's milk. But do you 
know that with every piece of 
pastillas that you buy from 
here, you are helping a family 
survive and send the children. 
to school? 

Carabaos helping in the farms 
are a common sight in this island 
whose majority of residents are 
farmers. 

But aside from being the 
farmer's best hand in the farm, 
the carabao also gives his family 
the pure fresh milk that is made 
into pastillas. 

Irenia Torres, 79, widower and 
a resident of Barangay Тапа] is 
опе of the oldest pastillas makers 
here. 

“Twas able to send my 10 chil- 
dren to school through pastil- 
las," she says with a lot of enthu- 
siasm. “Five of them are now 


professionals.” 

"Because of poverty, 1 sold 
pastillas in the landing (in the fly- 
ing school nearby)," says Torres. 
She was eaming P1,000 to 
2,000 per day. 

Torres, who was initially sell 
ing only vegetables from her 
garden, says she leamed to 
make pastillas from Puring 
Masangkay in the poblacion, 
about 5 kilometers away from 
Barangay Tang 

Masangkay was also able to 
support her children with pastil- 
las. 

“1 experimented with pastil- 
las—condensing, forming and 
preparing for wrapping,” says 
Torres. 

She put a plastic on the work- 
ing board, followed a measuring 
guide on the edge and used а 
wide saw for cutting. - 

‘She says the process should be 
fast because the milk will harden.

ture for three hours until it thick- 
ens; Marie says, warning that 
other pastillas have mixtures of 
flour, milk powder or pounded 
biscuits 

‘Twenty boxes at most can be 
made in one cooking. Each box, 
now sold at P50, contains 50 
pieces of pastillas. 

One can earn P15 per box or a 
total of P300 per cooking, which 
entailshalf day. 

One box of pastillas needs two 
glasses of milk, with each glass 
costing P10. Firewood is P1,000 
per trip and is consummable in 
three months. 

‘When out of the refrigerator, 
pastillas can last for a month, says 
Marie. 

Aside from pastillas, Marie also. 
cooks “bobo” (bread spread), 
‘which is put in a plastic container, 
small or big. When there are 
tourists from abroad, the couple 
almost fall asleep beside the 
pastillas trying to fill in the or- 
ders. They tap their neighbors for 
assistance. 


Marketing 
objectives—the 
bottom line 
metrics

HERE'S the last installment on our 
setting marketing objectives. Last week we 
talked about benchmarking and relational 
metrics (pretty simple stuff don't be misled by 
the fancy jargon. Its something that market- 
ing academics use to impress each other) 
This week we talk about the bottom line met- 

‘Marketers and students of marketing have. 
been asking us if marketers should also be ac- 
countable for the bottom line or just the top. 
line (Le. gross sales.) Recently, top manage- 
ments сай for accountability is asking mar- 
eters to not only be responsible for the top- 
line but also the bottom-line. What exactly is 
the bottom line? 

"The different bottom line metrics 

Current corporate and product accounting 
refer to the bottom line as profit. For mar- 
keters, profit has several metrics: 

1) gross profit 

2) contribution to profit and overhead, 

3) net profit, 

4) and more recently shareholder value. 

The most often used concept of bottom line 
in marketing is contribution. lt logic is rather 
straightforward. As a marketer, if you are to 
be held accountable for profit, then it should 
be the profit that results from deducting from 
sales those costs items under your control. 
Those are costs representing use of resources, 
directly traceable to you. These are your mar- 
keting expenditures, that is, the use of your 
marketing and selling resources. 

Gross profit and net profit do not qualify 
under this concept. Gross profit represents 
the money available for covering all other ex- 
penses after cost of goods. These are expenses 
relating not only to marketing but also to 
manufacturing, R& D and administrative. On. 
the other hand, as the above net profit equa- 
tion shows, net profit comes out from the use. 
of not only marketing resources but also man- 
wfacturing, R&D and administrative 

Shareholder value as a fourth profit concept 
became popular in the mid-80s. It came out of a 
debate over the issue questioning the profit 
metric as a valid and truly useful measure of fi- 
nancial performance. In invoking this profit 
concept, marketing authorities, like author, 
George Day, who wanted to test market strate 
gies by this financial metric subscribed to the 
Shareholder value principle that “a company's 
primary obligation is to maximize the returns to 
Shareholders." Another advocate, Peter Doyle, 
dirécdy related ї to the setting of marketing ob 
jecives stating that “objectives of marketing 
(should be set based on)... the basic belief that 
the primary task of marketing is to develop 
strategies that will maximize retums for share 
holders. ... (Therefore) ... choosing marketing 
strategies and making marketing decisions 
must be consistent with this belief. (They must 
be)... based on estimating the future cash flow 
associated with a strategy to calculate the 
shareholder value added.” 

‘However, i is these same believers who are 
quick to admit that shareholder value is a 
profit concept that is not at all easy to put into. 
practice. More recently, a finance expert ar 
gued that the rightful place of shareholder 
value as a performance metric is only second

Shu Uemura's Skin Purifier cleanses

ERHAPS no skin-care prod- 
uct promises as much as Shu 
Uemura’s Skin Purifier, 


which aspires to combine beauty, 
art and service to humanity in a 
single bottle. 

"The brand's celebrated cleansing oils come 
in several variants: Light, classic, enriched 
and premium. 

‘Shu Uemura, the man behind the brand, 
hos tapped Ai Yamaguchi to do the artwork 
‘The young painter, 27, came up with images 
of four courtesans from Japan's Edo period, 
each to representa variant. 

Ever since Uemura introduced the cleans- 
ing oils in the 1960s, the company has come 
up with 10 different versions of the same 
cylindrical-shaped bottle. 

Не and Yamaguchi, a protégé of Takeshi 
Murakami of Louis Vuitton fame, met last 
year in the United States.

HE AUSTRALIAN fashion 

market is very small, which 

is why designers from Down 
Under's goal is "not to become rich 
but be experimental." 

So said Penelope Aitken in a lecture on 
“Unwrapped: Australian Fashion and Textile 
Design," a traveling exhibit at the Tall Gal- 
leries of the Metropolitan Museum of Manila 

‘Aitken is a visual artist from Melbourne af- 
fliated with Asialink, which is co-presenting 
the exhibit with Bendigo Art Gallery and the 
Met. 

“Unwrapped” is a collective assembly of 
works by 22 textile and fashion designers—as 
varied and unique as each of the artiste back- 
grounds and design sensibilities. The fea- 
tured designers are either native Australians 
orimmigrants. 

From the softest kangaroo pelt making in- 
carnations in contemporary pieces to molt- 
and rust-dyed fabrics, “Unwrapped” awes and 
shocks at the same time for the unconvention- 
altechniques and materials employed by each 
designer. 

Perhaps with the exception of Billabong 
and Zimmermann, which are widely popular 
overseas and in these parts, many ofthe fea- 
tured design artisans have never been heard 
of in the Philippines. 

There's Julie Ryder, who uses "dyes" on silk 
organza resulting from the fermentation of 
molt, fungus and bacteria. The arduous pro- 
cess takes up to six months to achieve the de- 
sired effect. 

"These works reflect my continuing inter- 
estin recording the passage of time and repre- 
senting aspects of life that are not visible to 
‘our human eyes,” Ryder said in a statement. 

Raised a Catholic, Rosemary O'Rourke's 
ethereal collection has allusions to Church 
objects. She painstakingly hand-stitched gos- 
samer layers of pure white organza,” the 
stitches so fine ro keep in place the salt woven.
